Biggest and best news ever to thous­ 
ands of golf visitors is that the City of 
Palm Springs has acquired a municipal 
golf course.

A nother highly im portant factor is 
th a t th e course is practically com plet­ 
ed and ready to open, which will be a 
big tim e-saver over ordinary site selec­ 
tion, construction, bond floating and 
o ther custom ary necessities requiring 
a delay of several years or m ore. 
T he present purchase also entirely 
elim inates “guess w ork” in estim ating 
costs of site, construction, length of 
tim e,

Nixon, with whom to carry on h.s 
fight tor more 
American 
Air 
Power. 
Synungton. 
always 
a 
matinee idol of the pre** galler­ 
ies. m ade a apodad 
point 
the 
other day of charging that Nixon 
made statements 'which 1 know 
are wrong." 


THE FACT THAT Nixon had 
already retracted his statements 
did not deter the Senator from 
pressing his point. He accused 
the Administration of deliberate» 
ly underestimating the Russian 
production in order to make our 
missile output look better 
Symington sees the Russians 
manufacturing 
four 
Interconti­ 
nental missiles to our one. This 
to bad. but the situation would 
be stiH worse if we didn’t have 
men like Symington around to 
drive the point home. Some years 
ago the Senator cam e through 
a nip-and-tuck surgical opera­ 
tion. Shortly afterwards he sur­ 
vived an attempt by what's left 
of the Pendergaat gang in Mis­ 
souri to kep him from getting the 
Democratic nomination. 


STILL MORE RECENTLY the 
Republican opposition 
tried to 
knock down Symington as an 
Air Pow er spokesman, contend­ 


ing with little 
substance 
that 
he had been a no-account Secre­ 
tary of Air in the Trum an ad­ 
ministration. 
But the Senator lived ttirough 
these challenges to his life, his 
career and his integrity 
He is 
pretty good proof that Providence 
still loves us a little. 
You can say the sam e in a dif­ 
ferent field about the em ergence 
of Senator Tom Kuchel as the

Leader, or 
Whip. The Senate Minority is 
down to 34, and these are gfaced 
every day with the imposing and 
all-conquering Lyndon Johnson,

m eat of his opposition. 


BUT KlICHEL TOOK an early 
occasion 
to 
show 
that

mincem eat will sometimes re­ 
sist the grinder. On a day when 
Johnson rose and began ripping 
into the Pre-¿dent's not invul­ 
nerable budget, a doughty fig­ 
ure jumped up across the aisle 
and there was some spirited dia­ 
logue: 
Kuchel: '*. 
.the distinguished 
Majority Leader launched into a 
diatribe...” 
Johnson: 
"Will 
the 
Senator 
yield?” 
Kuchel: “ Not now.” 
Johnson: "M r. President, wi'l 
the Senator yield?” 
Kuchel: "N o.” 
Johnson: 
"The Senator mis­ 
quotes m e.” 
Kuchel: " I refuse to yield.” 


IT ISN'T OFTEN that a Re­ 
publican stays on his feet against 
the redoubtable Johnson. In try­ 
ing to deend a very dubious bud­ 
get Kuchel had little to go on. 
But he was showing spunk wor­ 
thy of a better cause. He was 


serving notice th at the reduced 
Republicans would not be cowed. 
Like Symington who picked on 
Nixon. Kuchel had singled out 
the biggest boy in sight for a 
showdown. 
• 
Senator Styles Bridges, a very 
combative 
Republican 
on 
the 
floor, showed recently that there 
is a place for the am enities of 
bipartisanship. The staunch New 
Englander, who outranks all Re­ 
publican Senators in seniority, 
w as one of the few of his party 
to turn up at a testimonial dinner 
for Leslie Bkffle <D). one time 
Secretary of the Senate and statf 
director of the D emocratic Pol­ 
icy Committee Bridges got olf 
one of the wittiest speeches of 
the season, saying among other 
things: 


"LES HAS GRACED the Wash­ 
ington scene for 50 years . 
■ 
there was a tim e when I thought 
FDR was goint to top him. 
. 
Les could move around the floor 
and whisper to Senators without 
moving his lips. I always thought 
he had a great future as a ven­ 
triloquist, but 
I 
could 
never 
m ake up m y mind as to which 
Democrat would m ake the best 
dum m y." 
Only a few days prior to this 
jolly banter. Bridges had been 
raking the D em ocrats fore and 
aft for holding a reception f o r 
Soviet Deputy Prem ier Mikoyan. 
It is a difficulty of government 
in our free-spoken, good fellow­ 
ship, high-living laod to keep 
from going soft on socializing as 
well as on socialism. 
Every now and then, the party 
leaders ought to go out in the 
alley, or get up on the floors of 
Congress, and have a good fight.

Aren't 
we too often prone to consider 
our opinions and our ways to be 
right and the other fellow’s to be 
wrong* 


WE APPEAR ALWAYS ready 
to overlook, excuse our om nui- 
«ions, 
commissions, 
mistakes, 
abort comings and even unfair 
treatm ent of others, while un­ 
willing to forgive the mistakes 
of others. How often are we good 
enough sports to 
remind 
our- 
«elves th at everyone cf us is 
hum an . . . everyone makes m is­ 
takes 
. . everyone is overbear­ 
ing and opinionated at times. . ■ 
and that indudes ourselves. It 
.«lan includes our children, not 
just the neighbor's children. 
In covering this world of m any 
peoples, languages and curtoms. 
not to mention the geographical 
and cultural differences in our 
own 
country, 
we 
are 
often 
am azed at the m isunderstand­ 
ings that creep up which arc 
hazed m ostly on ignorance of the 
facts m ore than on anything else. 
Probably one of the most diffi­ 
cult things we run across in our 
raporung to our inability to ac­ 


curately judge the motives of 
people of other nations. This ii 
also true at home. 


HOW CAN ANY of us judge 
the motives of even close friends, 
when we don't know all the aots? 
We hear the wife’s or husband's 
aide, depending which of the two 
is closer to u . We lean on tha 
person we like best, even thougn 
that person inay be dead wrong. 
But, right or wrong, we seem to 
favor the person we like and ex­ 
cuse their m istakes, while we 
condemn the person we like less, 
even though .hat person m ay be 
right. How can we 
know 
why 
people act as they do? 
Nearly all of them have good 
reasons and if we knew what 
they were, we might think dif­ 
ferently about them . K is true 
that we all m ay have different 
points of view on 
certain 
sub­ 
jects. based on our experiences, 
or on the kind of influences that 
motivate our thinking. 


IT IS (rOOD TO rem em ber 
when we give opinions that those 
are from 
w here we ait” and our 
arm -chair m ay not reflect the 
sam e facts from w here the other 
fellow sits. From his arm -chair 
the whole situation m ay be dif­ 
ferent. When we disagree with 
him. it is good to rem em ber that 
he also disagrees with us. 
Making decisions on even an all 
m atters should rest on available 
facts, not emotions or prejudice, 
or even love. Differences of opin­ 
ion which end up in court, be­ 
cause 
two 
people 
could 
not 
agree, are always settled there 
on the basis of facts. The court 
bases Ms findings on law and evi­ 
dence. But most of us base our 
decisions and actions on opin­ 
ions and from personalities cul­ 


tivated in a world of both fact 
and fiction, true and false. 


MANY’ PEOPLE acquire opin­ 
ions based on false information. 
This is true in every phase of 
hum an life. Even religion has 
gone through this experience of 
.separating 
the false, supersti­ 
tions from the fiact. 
Often people have false infor­ 
mation about us, or about some­ 
thing quoted as coming from us 
. . . and they jum p to conclu­ 
sions without bothering to con­ 
sult the source or the person 
him self F or prejudice and hate 
are much easier to cultivate than 
th e search for truth. "Why con­ 
fuse me with facts.” a fellow 
w as heard to say, "m y mind is 
m ade up.” 


IT IS SO MUCH easier to be 
wrong than 
right 
about most 
things, especially away from our 
routine lives. It to so easy to 
be wrong about 
questions 
re­ 
moved from our habits, under­ 
standing and fam iliarity . . . like 
national and international issues. 
It is so easy to be wrong about 
political personalities, especially 
those in the other fellow's party. 
It is so easy to consider the 
other person's faith as full of 
contradictions. It is so easy to 
believe that the boss lives the 
life of Reilly. . . or tne Texas 
millionaire is happy. The fellow 
on the golf course, or 
at 
the 
beach at 2 pun., m ay be working 
nights, while you relax or have 
fun while he works. Appearances 
are most often deceiving. 
Above the easy chair of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s den in H ar­ 
wich I read this inscription one 
day: "G rant, oh God. that I will 
not criticize my neighbor, until 
I have walked at least a mile m 
his own shoes."—John Ylorley.

Your Car and The Law 


DEALER BONDING LAW 
Tlie day of the fast 
wheeling, 
fly-by-night car dealer has ended 
in California. 
Tlie State Legislature, in coop­ 
eration with the automobile indus­ 
try, took care of him with the 
passage in 1957 of Sections -04 
and 205 of the Vehicle Code — the 
dealer bonding law. 
Under Section 204. all dealers, 
in order to secure a Department 
of Motor Vehicles license to do 
business in this state, must post 
a $5,000 surety bond, as a guaranty 
that no dealer shall "practice any 
fraud, make any fraudulent repre­ 
sentation which will cause a mon­ 
etary' loss to a purchaser.” 


AND SECTION 20.'» provides that 
"if any person shall suffer any 
loss or damage by reason of any 
iraud practiced on him by a li­ 
censed dealer or one of such deal­ 
er’s salesmen . . . such person 
shall have a right of action against 
such dealer" . . . in an amount 
not to exceed” the value of the 
vehicle purchased from or sold to 
the dealer." 
Prior to enactment of these in­ 
dustry-endorsed legal protections, 
almost any person with "an estab­ 
lished place of business" c o u l d 
obtain a dealer's license, without 
demonstrating in the least any fi­ 
nancial responsibility to the buy­ 
ing public. .And hundreds of car 
buyers were gypped by sometimes 
unidentifiable persons who set up 
shop for the sole purpose of mak­ 


ing a quick kill in shady car deals, 
then moved on. 


WHILE THE AMOUNT of t h e 
required bond — $5.000 — may be 
considered small in relation to the 
volume of business a dealer may 
do. it still is a bond and gives 
substance and identity to the hold­ 
erIndustry' spokesmen and govern­ 
ment officials agree that the new 
law has benefited both the buyer, 
by protecting him from fraud, and 
the reputable dealer, who has been 
subject to criticism and em­ 
barrassment through unscrupulous 
practices of fly-by-nights. 


BIT THE CAR BUYER, in or 
der to enjoy the full protection of 
tiie law. Ita* a responsibility, too. 
The right of action guaranteed 
In Section 205 of the Vehicle Code 
spells out this buyer’s responsibili­ 
ty in no uncertain terms. And this 
should be noted very carefully by 
every buyer who at some time 
may believe that he has b e e n 
damaged. 
In granting r e l i e f , the law 
warns: 
" . . . provided such person 'the 
buyer» has possession of a writ­ 
ten instrument furnished by th e 
licensee «dealer» containing stipu­ 
lated provisions and guarantees 
which the person believes h a v e 
been violated . . ." 
In the plainest of language, it is 
up to you, the buyer, to obtain 
in writing any guarantee or con­ 
dition which the dealer may prom­ 
ise at the time you buy your car.
